Plans for pre-school extension refused Wl 
by council over noise nuisance concerns Witness appeal after local 


SOUTH Somerset District Council has re¬ 
fused an application by the Lawns Chil¬ 
dren’s Nursery and Pre-School in Crewkerne 
to expand its premises with a single-storey 
extension, as it would cause increased nise 
disruption. 

The plan was rejected on the grounds that 
the extension would allow an increased 
number of children at the site, thereby in¬ 
creasing the noise nuisance to the neigh¬ 
bouring residential properties. 

The planning officer said there was also a 
concern about the additional demand for on¬ 
street parking and drop-off places in an area, 
already under pressure due to the nearby 
health care facilities and housing. 

Crewkerne Town Council had also recom¬ 
mended refusal in agreement with the com-

ments by the Highways Agency, that the pro¬ 
posed development would be likely to en¬ 
courage parking in the public highway, 
which would interrupt the free flow of traffic 
and thereby add to the hazards of highway 
users contrary to the South Somerset Local 
Plan. 

Owners of the nursery, Emma and James 
Sherman, were originally praised by many 
local residentfor stepping in to rejuvenate 
the burnt-out former Red Cross building, 
and saving the site from housing develop¬ 
ment by opening their business. 

The couple issued the following statement 
in reaction to the decision: “The Lawns 


Children’s Nursery and Pre-School is disap¬ 
pointed and surprised about the outcome of 
the planning application to expand its cur¬ 
rent site in Crewkerne. 

“However, it is business as usual and we 
are actively seeking ways to fulfill our wait¬ 
ing list and considering stretching our open¬ 
ing hours and days in line with local 
demand. 

“We are disappointed for the children of 
Crewkerne who cannot access our high qual¬ 
ity, modern, affordable setting. We will do 
all in our power to be extremely flexible to 
fulfill their requirements. 

“We would like to thank all our parents 
that access the setting and the majority of 
our local residents who have supported us 
during this lengthy process.” 


Town council sets budget for coming year 


CREWKERNE Town Council has set the 
budget for the coming financial year year of 
2014/15. 

During this process, a full review of all as¬ 
pects of the council’s spending was carried out 
with the aim to achieve the continued provision 
of services and properly maintained amenities 
for the town whilst trying to keep any increases 
to a minimum. 

After reviewing general expenses, council¬ 
lors agreed to maintain funding in the areas that 
were already supported, plus the acceptance of 
certain increases such as salaries and employer 
costs due to increased service provision, as 
well as energy costs and other bought-in com¬ 
modities, where increaseswere outside of the 
council’s control. 


However, councillors made a firm commit¬ 
ment to test the market to try and achieve cost 
effective purchasing of these items. 

Further considerations were made and ap¬ 
proved that have slightly increased the budget: 

• In addition to funds already held by the 
council, extra funding to install a much-needed 
new heating and air conditioning system in the 
Victoria Hall. 

• The council has now taken responsibility 
for the public toilets in Falkland Square and, 
whilst it has received a transfer fund from 
South Somerset District Council to cover 
maintenance for an initial period, in 
order to avoid a large increase in the 
future it needed to start anticipating 
future requirements. 


• The police continue to value the benefit of 
the town’s CCTV surveillance equipment as a 
tool for crime detection so the council has 
agreed to continue to provide a fund to main¬ 
tain and upgrade the system. 

With these additions, the final budget for the 
year 2014/15 stands at £312,462, an increase 
of 3.09 per cent on the current year. Once the 
adjustment has been made by the district coun¬ 
cil for those claiming council tax benefits, this 
represents an increase of £2.53 per household 
or four pence per week. 


man dies in road collision 

POLICE are appealing for witnesses following a fatal 
three-vehicle collision near Crewkerne, in which a 
local 49-year-old man died. 

The incident happened at just after 5pm on Friday, 
January 24th at Turnpike Cross on the A356, be¬ 
tween the A303 and Crewkerne, where there was a 
great deal of water on the road. 

The collision involved a Vauxhall Corsa, a Renault 
Scenic and a Ford Transit van. The driver of the 
Corsa, Mark Hurford, from Crewkerne, died in the 
collision. 

A 29-year-old man, who was a passenger in the 
Transit van, was taken to Yeovil District Hospital 
after suffering a dislocated shoulder and back in¬ 
juries. 

Investigating officer PC Andy Grigg is appealing 
for anyone who witnessed the collision or saw the 
vehicles prior to the collision to come forward. If 
you can help please call the Collision Investigation 
Unit via the police's non-emergency number 101.

Positive results from fly-tipping clamp-down 


CO-ORDINATED action by all Somerset 
councils as they clamp down on illegal 
dumping is helping to bring down the 
number of fly tipping incidents across 
the county. 

The latest fly-tipping case during the 
clamp-down on dumping cost a man 
£250 for discarding a friend's rubbish in 
secluded woodland. 

A similar fly tip was reported this 
month on a bridle path in Crewkerne. 

Somerset's district and county councils 
have been clamping down on such inci¬ 
dents using new equipment, warning 
signs, press adverts, leaflets and further 
training for district enforcement officers. 
The effort is paying off and fly-tipping 
figures for Somerset fell by 8.7 per cent 
between 2011/12 and 2012/13. 

Somerset Waste Partnership (SWP) 


managing director Steve Read said: 
"With all local authorities, the police, and 
SWP working together and with help 
from the public, the falling figures for fly- 
tipping are being driven even further 
down. While fly-tipping is a tough crime 
to tackle, this case shows that fly-tippers 
can and will be caught and convicted." 

As well as reporting fly-tips it is vital 
that witnesses are willing to give evi¬ 
dence so the offender can be convicted.

Discussions by SWP's governing board 
on February 21 st will include extending 
the timetable of five of Somerset's busier 
recycling sites to seven-day working.

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Tackling Alzheimer's through scarecrow project 


MANOR Court Community Primary School in 
Chard launched a new school-wide project to 
learn about Alzheimer's, through the symbol of a 
scarecrow, in collaboration with the Archie project, 
run by the charity Reminiscence Learning.

The children were asked to think about how they 
would feel if they couldn't remember their loved 
ones or where they lived and then there was a 
memory game where the visitors were given dif¬ 
ferent cuddly toys with names, which they then 
hid behind their backs and one of the teachers and 
a pupil were asked to remember which order the 
toys had been. 

Ms Holloway explained that older people often 
lose colour vision but yellow and red are the last 
to go so the scarecrow mascots were made in 
bright colours. 

The children were told how Archie was chosen 
by a gentleman called Bill who couldn't remember 
where he was but when he visited a day centre,

THE enthusiasm of Maiden Beech Acad¬ 
emy students for their new humanities 
building was infectious as they explored 
the three spacious classrooms which re¬ 
placed the old temporary hut. 

Minister of State for Schools, David 
Laws MP, had the pleasure of cutting the 
ribbon on the new building on Friday, 
January 24th with the help the head boy 
and girl, Ed Collins and Molly Campbell, 
and headteacher Steve Smith.

been the one to approve the £325,000 
bid, although he gave assurances that 
there had been no favourtism as the bid 
had been carefully evaluated before it 
reached him. 

Mr Laws commented on the length of 
time that many schools had put up with 
temporary buildings, which were hot in 
summer and cold in winter, remembering 
before he was an MP, one headteacher 
saying the only solution to 50-year-old 
huts was some petrol and a match. 

He added: “Getting the building right 
sends out clear signals about the value of 
education.” 

He chatted to the head boy and girl about 
the old building and what it was like, 
with Ed telling him the ra¬ 
diators had been broken 
and it had been very hot 
in the summer. 

Once the doors were 
open, the students rushed 
to check out the new com¬ 
puter technology suite. 
They were also delighted 
with the decorated class¬ 
room blind, for which 
they had been consulted 
on their choice of graph¬ 
ics, ranging from geogra¬ 
phy of the earth to 
mathematical equations 
and historical chronology. 
The three classrooms of 
the new block were light 
and spacious with plenty 
of storage for the teach¬ 
ers’ resources and large

locker areas between the rooms. The 
building was designed in such a way as 
to be suitable for extension should more 
funding be obtained at a later date 
Chairman of governors, Lee Gillman, 
commented: “I really am pleased. This 
school, for a number of years, hasn’t had 
much different about it. These classrooms 
are really going to make a difference, it’s 
positive news for the school and for the 
town. 

“It is a massive step which has changed 
the whole perspective of the school, mak¬ 


ing it more positive and modern. This 
learning environment is brilliant for them 
and I think when these children know 
they are going to be working in block 15 
and 16, they will flock to their lessons.” 
He also commented on the blinds, which 
he said would give those children who let 
their attention wander in class, something 
to look at which was still educational and 
interesting and, because the students had 
given their input, they felt a sense of 
ownership over them.

Bishop calls for action 
to be taken on flooding 

THE Bishop of Taunton, the Right Reverend Peter Maurice, 
has written to all bishops in the House of Lords calling for 
their support in urging the government to take action to help 
all those affected by the floods in the Somerset Levels. 

His letter comes after visiting flood stricken homes in the 
area with the Archdeacon of Wells recently. 

He wrote: “On the afternoon of Sunday, January 19th, the 
Archdeacon of Wells and I spent three hours in Muchelney 
and the surrounding villages on the Somerset Levels. You 
will know from news reports how badly affected they have 
been by flooding. We visited couples in flooded out homes 
who have lived in the village for over 30 years and have 
never seen conditions so bad. 

“The stories are heartbreaking - with farms and other 
businesses unable to operate normally, and homes made un¬ 
bearable by the flooding of domestic sewage systems (cess¬ 
pits and septic tanks). This situation began before 
Christmas, and nothing has changed since the New Year - 
more rain has made the situation much worse. 

“People are dependent on an emergency boat or tractor to 
get them to the mainland. The local councils have heeded 
the villagers request that this be deemed a major incident. 

Emergency services are now providing specialist vehicles 
to gain access in the event of an emergency of any kind. 

“I think it is now necessary for your influence in the Lords 
to be brought to bear in questions to the government about 
what they propose to do. Even with the pumps now being 
used by the Environment Agency, the water is likely to re¬ 
main for months in places. 

“The main A372 road across the county has been closed 
for weeks. The people with local knowledge are quite clear 
that there has been no dredging of the main rivers (the Par- 
rett and Tone) for some years, and that this must be done to 
prevent repetition of this flooding. Businesses will need 
help to recover. Householders will also need support to 
physically restore their homes. 

“Archdeacon Nicola and I are very proud that the local 
church in Muchelney has been used as a community re¬ 
source during this emergency - with foodstuffs, newspapers 
and hot coffee available. The clergy have been using the 
boat system to gain access and conduct worship as well as

offer pastoral care. 

“But action is needed now to help people, and the recov¬ 
ery phase must be properly planned and founded by gov¬ 
ernment if this awful scene is not to be repeated. 

“I would be grateful for your support in this increasingly 
urgent matter.” 

■ ON Wednesday the Prime Minister, David Cameron MP, 
confirmed the dredging of rivers in the flood-stricken Som¬ 
erset Levels would start "as soon as it is practical". 

Mr Cameron told MPs during Prime Minister's Questions 
that more high-volume pumps have been ordered to in¬ 
crease the pumping operations in the Rivers Tone and Par- 
rett.

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Jazzman Bobby Wellins to perform at Arts Centre 



ONE of the UK's best-known jazzman Bobby Wellins will be 
performing at llminster Arts Centre with Jim Mullen and The 
Craig Milverton Trio on Valentine's Day Friday 14th February, 
from 8pm.This gig is gearing up to be a sell-out success.Tick¬ 
ets for the concert are still available but suppers have now 
sold out. 

Bobby Wellins is many times winner of the British Jazz 
Awards and is probably the UK's best known jazzman. Born 
in Glasgow in 1936, he started lessons on alto saxophone at 
the age of 12. He later moved south, taking a 3 year course at 
Chichester College of Further Education studying keyboard 
harmony, and then spent a spell at the RAF School of Music 
in Uxbridge, studying clarinet. His recording career started in 
1956 when he joined Buddy Featherstonhaugh's quintet, 
where he was by now playing tenor saxophone, the instru¬ 
ment to which he has devoted himself to the present day. In 
the early 196(®s Bobby was recruited by Tony Crombie for 
his latest band, in the ranks of which he began a long asso¬ 
ciation with the great British pianist Stan Tracey. Along with 
Bobby and Stan, drummer Laurie Morgan was a member of 
a loose co-operative of musicians and poets, including 
Michael Horowitz, who presented jazz and poetry concerts 
under the title of New Departures. In a bedsit with Laurie 
Morgan and using an old tape recorder, Bobby began work 
on his famous Culloden Moor Suite which culminated in its 
performance by the New Departures Quartet and a 14 piece 
orchestra. That quartet recorded an album of the same name 
in 1964. This was followed in 1965 by the Stan Tracey Quar¬ 
tet's recording of a suite of pieces inspired by Dylan Thomas' 
Under Milk Wood. In a 1998 poll by Jazz UK magazine, read¬ 
ers chose this record as their all-time favourite British jazz 
album. 

Jim Mullen is also a many times winner of the British Jazz 
Awards. On leaving school in Scotland, guitarist Jim trained 
as a journalist while playing on the local music scene. He 
formed a group with Malcolm Duncan and Roger Ball (later 
of the Average White Band) and they worked throughout 
Scotland playing Coltrane tunes and originals. It was in this 
group that he started attracting attention and in 1969 he 
moved to London, going on to work in the groups of Pete 
Brown, Brian Auger, Vinegar Joe and Kokomo. In 1975 he met 
sax player Dick Morrissey and began a 15 year association 
which produced 7 albums and became one of Britain's top 
club bands. After the demise of Morrissey Mullen he worked 


with jazz vocalist Claire Martin and formed a series of quar¬ 
tets. 

Craig Milverton has played at all our top UK jazz venues 
along with The Birmingham Symphony Hall, The Royal Fes¬ 
tival Hall, Mintons Playhouse New York, and The Half Note 
New York, and has appeared at Sacremento, California, Cork, 
Brecon, Glasgow, Edinburgh, London, Birmingham, Dubai, 
Bordeux, Cyprus, Istanbul, Albania, Hamburg, and Amster¬ 
dam Jazz Festivals. In doing so the list of musicians he has 
played with covers the best known names in the whole

There are 
two 1.0-litre MPI units, with 60 or 75 PS 
and two 1.2-litre four-cylinder TSI en¬ 
gines with 90 or 110 PS. As before, a 
1.4-litreTSI engine with cylinder deac¬ 
tivation (ACT) will be available, this 
time with power increased by 10 PS to 
150 PS.

Optional LED 
headlights are a first in this class, and 
have a distinctive light signature. At 
the rear there are new lights and a 
new bumper, while five new alloy 
wheel designs complete the look. 

Inside, the driver faces wholly re¬ 
designed instruments and a new 
steering wheel, while a refreshed cen¬ 
tre console with new heating and ven¬ 
tilation controls ensures ease of use. 

Full details will be available when 
the new Polo opens for ordering in the 
UK in April. First deliveries are ex¬ 
pected in late July.

A goal in each half settled the tie al¬ 
though no one can contemplate what 
skipper Jamie McAllister was thinking 
when he stuck his hand up at James 
Ward-Prowse's corner giving referee Phil 
Dowd one of his easiest decisions of the 
season. 

Guly do Prado sent Glover's keeper 
Marek Stetch the wrong way from the 
penalty spot. 

Up to that point Yeovil had looked un¬ 
troubled by a Saints side that included 
two England international strikers in 
Adam Lallana and Jay Rodriguez, as well 
as two England Under 21 full backs in 
Luke Shaw and Nathaniel Clyne. 

What possessed McAllister we don't 
know, but it changed the game com¬ 
pletely.
